In pursuance of rule 389 of the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business 
in Lok Sabha (Fifth Edition), the Speaker has issued the following 
amendments to the Directions: — 

AMENDMENTS TO DIRECTIONS BY THE SPEAKER 
UNDER THE RULES OF PROCEDURE OF 

LOK SABHA 

Direction 2 

For the existing Direction 2 , the following shall be substituted: — 

“2. Relative precedence of different classes of business before the 
Hous& —Unless the Speaker otherwise directs on any particular 
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occasion, the relative precedence of the classes of business before 
the House specified below shall be in the following order, 
namely: — 

(i) Oath or affirmation. 

(ii) Obituary references. 

(iii) Questions (including short notice questions). 

(iv) Calling attention notices. 

(v) Leave to move motions for adjournment of the business of the 
House. 

(vi) Questions involving a breach of privilege. 

(vii) Papers to be laid on the Table. 

(viii) Communication of messages from the President. 

(ix) Communication of messages from the Council of States. 

(x) Intimation regarding President’s assent to Bills. 

(xi) Communications from Magistrates or other authorities regarding 

arrest or detention or release of members of the House. 

(xii) Announcements by the Speaker regarding leave of absence of 

members from the sittings of the House. 

(xiii) Announcements by the Speaker regarding various matters, e.g., 
resignations of members of the House, nominations to panel of 
Chairmen, Committees, etc. 

(xiv) Rulings by the Speaker, 

(xv) Presentation of reports of Committees. 

(xvi) Laying of evidence before Select/Joint Committees on BiiLs. 

(xvii) Presentation of petitions. 

(xviii) Statements by Ministers. 

(xix) Personal statements by ex-Mlniaters In explanation of their 

resignation. 

(xx) Statements under Direction 116. 

(xxi) Personal explanations under rule 357 (if not made during the 

debate). 

(xxii) Motions for election to Committees. 

(xxiii) Motions for extension of time for presentation of reports of 
Select/Joint Committees on Bills. 

(xxlv) Motions for adoption of Reports of Business Advisory Committee. 

(xxv) Motions for leave to move Resolution for removal of Speaker/ 
Deputy Speaker, 

(xxvl) Motions for leave to make a motion of no-confidence in the 
Council of Ministers. 

(xxvii) Bills to be withdrawn. 

(xxviii) Bills to be introduced. 

(xxix) Laying of explanatory statements giving reasons for immediate 
legislation by Ordinances. 

(xxx) Raising of matters, under rule 377, whidt are not points of order, 
(xxxi) Consideration of reports of Committee of Privileges.’’

In pursuance of rule 389 of the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Busi¬ 
ness In Lok Sabha (Fifth Edition), the Speaker has issued the

"(iv) Notices of adjournment motions, calling attention, motions of no- 

confldence in the Council of Ministers, questions of privilege, etc. 

113B. Time limit for giving notices of certain categories ,—Notices of 
adjournment motions, calling attention to matters of urgent public 
Importance, motions of no-confldence In the Council of Ministers, 
questions of privilege, or any other notice required to be given 
before the commencement of the sitting on the day on which the 
matter is proposed to be raised in the House, shall be given by 
10.45 hours on that day. 

Such notices, if received after 10,45 hours, shall be treated a 8 notice* 
given for the next sitting.”
